Indianapolis Torpedoed: 883 Die 
As Cruiser Sinks in 15 Minutes 


PELELIU, PALAU ISLANDS, | 
Aug. 5.—(Delayed)—(4)—The 10,- 
000-ton cruiser Indianapolis was 
sunk in less than 15 minutes, pre- 


sumably by a Japanese submarine, 
12 minutes past midnight July 30 
—and 883 crew members lost their 
lives in one of the Navy’s worst 
Gisasters. 

She went down in the Philip- 
pines sea, within 450 miles of | 
Leyte while on an unescorted high 
speed run from San Francisco, 

The fatal torpedo attack came 
without a second’s warning. Two 
explosions flashed out of her bow.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(UP)—Japan surrendered unconditionally tonight, 
bringing an end to World War II—the bloodiest conflict mankind has known. 

Peace dawned upon the world at 6 p. m., Atlanta time, when President Truman 
announced that Tokyo had accepted the Allied capitulation terms with “no qualifi- 
cation” and that Allied forces have been ordered to cease firing. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur, “The Man Who Came Back,” was named supreme Allied 
commander to receive the formal Japanese surrender. 
V-J Day will not be proclaimed officially until after the instruments of surrender are 
signed—probably in two or.three days.

Aind All Georgia Celebrates 


Laughter, wild demonstrations, 


sober reflection, and tears of joy 


mingled as Georgians jvined the rest of the Allied world when pent- ad 
emotions erupted with announcement of Japan’s surrender. 


From the mountains of north | 
Georgia to the low plains near | 
Florida, and from the Atlantic to | 
the historic and song-famous Chat- 
tahoochee. citizens broke into a. 
riot of celebrations. 


The uncertainty about the ne- 
gotiations and the conflicting re- 
ports had made the population 
“peace jijtery,”’ but the announce. 
ment President Truman un- 
leashed the most volatile outbursts 
ever seen in all sections of the 
Empire State of the South. 


GAINESVILLE, ROME 

In Gainesville, a druggist greet- 
ed the news of the peace with a 
whoop, hastily painted a _ sign 
reading, “Closed Let’s Cele- 
brate,” locked his doors and joined 
hundreds of others = milled and 
paraded about the town square, 
led by the city fire truck. 

Bells rang, sirens sounded, and 
steam popped off, correspondents 
reported. The celebration was 
held last night, but the “thanks. 
giving” will take place at 8 p. m. 
today when Gainesville citizens 
join in a union service to be held 
at the First Methodist church with 
the Rev. Edward T. Small, presi. 
dent of the Ministerial Associa 
tion, presiding. Mayor George H. 
Ashford has issued a proclama- 
tion calling on citizens to join in 
the thanksgiving service. 


Planes crowded the skies over 
Rome and stunted over Broad 
street, the principal thoroughfare, 
@s a giant siren atop the city hall 
heralded V-J Day. Traffic was so 
jammed that it was impossible to 
move. The planes came from Rus- 
sell Field, near Rome, and many 
owners of private machines launch- 
ed them. Soldiers from near-by 
Battey General hospital smiled 
their approval as Romans went 
wild along with the rest of Geor- 
gia.

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God Giveth Us the Victory 


Japan has surrendered, accepting the 
rigid ‘terms of the Potsdam ultimatum. 


The continual guns are silent. The 
thunder is gone from our ears; gnawing, 
lurking fear from our minds; the tensions 
of years are relaxed. 


The old familiar noises, the laughter of 
children, the sound of wind in pines and 
the leaves of our oaks, no longer seem 
distant and half-heard by ears waiting for 
the sound of a telephone or the postman’s 
whistle bringing news of someone dead or 
missing, wounded or ill. 


Japan has quit. The winged stallions 
of war. brazen-hoofed and riderless, no 
longer thunder across the space beyond the 
sky, no longer trample: our secret minds, 
no longer gallop across a thoroughfare of 
hearts and souls of mothers and fathers. 


It has been a long time since we sufs 
fered in our souls, knowing that, whatever 
the cause of war, we belonged on the side 
of freedom and liberty and the dignity of 
man. But, hating war, we waited. 


Now that it is done, it seems but yes- 
terday that we put down the spoon of 
ice cream, the fork of apple pie and 
looked at one another with unbelief on 
our faces—that Sunday dinner time on 
December 7, 1941, when the Japanese 
planes came out of the sun to destroy our 
Pacific fleet and our planes at Hawaii. 


It has been a costly war. The money 
we could spend. But this war, as with all, 
was paid for in the coin of blood and the 
currency of lives. It was the most costly 
war we have ever fought in that respect. 


So, Japan quits. The long dream of 
Japanese militarists, and people, with the 
mists of the Middle Ages still in their 
modern minds, is ended. The queer and 
terrible combination of modern genius and 
the cruelty of the dark ages is defeated. 


The third of three nations to expound, and 
fight to impose, the theory of “The Master 
Race,” looks toward living on its home 
islands and the few small islands which 
will be allocated to it by the conquerors. 
Gone is the glory of their ships, their guns, 
their army with banners, their dream of 
world dominion. They will become a third- 
rate nation of fishermen and small manu- 
facturers. 


God hnows we are proud of the Amer- 
ican soldiers, sailors and marines. They 
went as free men from a free nation. 
Their graves dot the islands of the seven 
seas and the continents of the world. Back 
of each of them was the American spirit. 


It was a spirit which wanted no terri- 
tory, no empire. It was a spirit which 
wanted to keep this a country where a 
man may worship as he pleases, Protestant, 
Catholic, Jew, Buddhist, Mohammedan, 
Mormon. It is a spirit which says that 
here people drawn from all the countries 
of the world may get along together now, 
as in the past. 


It is a spirit which knows we have not 
solved all our problems, that we are not 
a perfect country. But it is a spirit which 
makes us look ahead, not backward. 


So, it is ended. The world still turns 
on its slow wheel, giving us alternate day 
and night. The sound of the guns, the 
roar of metal wings, the tramp of march- 
ing feet die out and grow still. 


In the first silence of years man can 
hear a voice within him saying: 


“God giveth us the victory—God some- 
how sets the tide for human rights and 
liberty. 


“God giveth us the victory—what will 
we do with it?” 


The lonely dead did not die in vain... 


Unless we live in vain. 


Hara-kiri May Solve Jap War Trials 


_ Japan's “Bushido,” or “way of war- 
riors,” is spiritually akin to Prussian mili- 
tarism at its best. 


It stresses the virtues of war and de- 
votion to the emperor, but it stresses also 
a sense of*shame. Life is valuable only 
as it serves the emperor and the nation. 


Hara-kiri is the particular type of sul- 
cide prescribed by “Bushido.” If shame 
compels him to admit failure, Bushido de- 
mands the supreme consequence. The 
warrior will then open his abdomen with 
his samurai sword, the symbol of his 
knighthood, or superiority. He commits 


suicide not to escape, but as a protest, a 
token of grief. Such violent self-justice 
helps explain the brutality of the Japanese 
attitude toward others. 


In the problems of Japan’s defeat and 
occupation, it may solve the one relating 
to Japan’s war guilty. It is a foregone 
conclusion that many of ."apan’s war lead- 
ers, perhaps all those prominent in the be- 
ginnings of aggression and terror, will 
commit hara-kiri. 


Then, and only then, will Japanese tra- 


dition and religious custom begin to oper- 
ate in our favor.

Three years, eight months and seven days 
ago— 
ee I was eating ice cream at the conclusion of 
a Sunday dinner.

“You call Sam Cox, and Bruce Manning,” 
reporters and photographers.” 

We hung up and I hurried to the office. 

It was Dec, 7, 1941. It was a bright sunny day. 

The office had that musty, shut-up smell it always has on 
Sundays when it goes unoccupied until midafternoon. The clean- 
ers still were sweeping up paper from the floor. 


It was one of the Associated Press men.

The staff came in-—hurriedly—one at a time—eyes and faces 
anxious, incredulous, angry, eager—all these emotions came and 
went, 


Streets I went out on-the streets for a street story. Soldiers 
were strolling around with girls. There were not many 
persons on the street. It was too early after dinner. 

The soldiers seemed curiously unmoved. 

“I guess this is it,” they said, “I will have to hurry back to 
camp,” said another, “Are all leaves cancelled?” asked one. 

The girls looked at them more admiringly and seemed to take 
a firmer hold on the arms of the soldiers. 

After all, we had seemed so far from war—the Japanese peace 
envoys were in Washington—Senators Wheeler and Nye were saying 
this nation would never, never be attacked; that all we had to do 
was sit tight. 

At the stations there were more soldiers, hurrying in. Already 
a broadcast had been sent out ordering all men back to their posts. 

Some were cheerful—eager to get going. 

“It’s about time,” they said. “I am glad it has come. 
waiting was no good. Let’s have some action.” 

I found myself wondering last night, when the news came, 
how many of those men had gone and died for us in some island 
or ship in the Pacific. 

There was more excitement that night. The news was inade- 
quate, but we knew we were hurt. How bad w@ were not to know 
for months. 

Blackouts came down over the nation.

: Yesterday was different. Nerves at the office 
Last Night were short. Many men had held all-night vigils 
for four straight nights. The waiting was bad. New leads, quickly 
cancelled . » confusion from the White House newsroom 
confusion from the Japanese radio. 

It was difficult to get reporters, especially the young feminine 
ones, to stick at their desks. The three news agency machines 
——the Asssociated Press, United Press and International News 
Service—had their clusters of spectators all through the last three 
days and most of the nights. 

The flash came—the yell that went up was loud. 

To those of us who had been here three years, eight months 
and seven days ago, the news was coming with incredible speed 
compared with that day when war had come. 

We were a little solemn, tired and solemn. 

It was not possible to forget men whom we knew who would 
never be coming back—men who used to come around the office— 
men who used to play poker or go on our parties—men we had 
gone on trips with—and who wouldn’t come back. 

It was a_ great night—the greatest victory 
war ever fought. 

Therefore it brought the greater responsibilities. 

Listening to the shoutings in the streets, the noise of horns, 
the shriekiing of celebration, I tried to feel jubilant and couldn't. 
I wasn’t maudlin or sentimental. But I thought of a lot of men 
ev who were dead and buried or lost at sea. So I went on 
ome. 

It had been a long three years, eight months and seven davs.

As this is written, there is every reason to 

believe the war with the Japanese is, actually, 

over. Or almost. It is the morning of August 14, 

The Tokyo radio has announced acceptance of our terms.

Arnall Pushing 
Freight Rate Suit 


W ASHINGTON.—In an informative article in 
the current issue of the New Leader, national 
liberal weekly, Gov. Ellis Arnall attributes the 

root of all the ills that affect the south to one condition—poverty. 


With that sort of a premise,.Gov. Arnall proceeds to lay the 
blame for the economic ills that have kept the south in a state of 
relative poverty to the railroad freight rate structure as it has been 
in force for a half century and more. 


The cause of the south’s poverty is its fail- 
Lack of Balance ure to achieve a balance between agricul- 
ture and industry, which in turn was brought about, he declared 
by the barring of southern manufactured products from the Ameri- 
can domestic market by internal tariff walls made up of high rates 
imposed by the transportation overlords of the nation. 


He defines the problem in one concise, forceful paragraph: 

‘Although it cost 2 rgilroad less money to handle a ton of freight 
in the south than elsewhere in the nation, southern rates,” he re 
minds, “were 39 per cent higher than those in ‘official territory.’ 
This effectively prevented southern industries from growing and 
condemned the section to a narrow colonialism, to poverty and to 
disaffection.” 

The Arnall article in the New Leader forms one of the most 
effective treatises yet written on the freight rate question. It should 
tend to go a long ways in laying the ghost of opposition Which has 
arisen in the eastern states against the campaign of southern gov- 
ernors to eliminate the long-standing discriminating rail freight 
tariffs, 

Because no one can read the article without absorbing the basic 
justice it expounds, it lays the matter coldly to public view in a> 
manner that cannot be questioned by impatrial minds. 


The simple proposition of it is that the industrial development 
of the suuth has been held back all these years by what amounts 
to a system of internal tariff walls erected through the workings 
of a discriminating freight rate structure. 

What Georgia and the other southern states have done toward 
correcting the evil is also told by Gov. Arnall in the article. But 
this is an old story to the people of thé south. 

The scoffers laughed when the Ar- 


Suit Against Railroads nall suit was filed in the supreme 


court to have the high tribunal take jurisdiction over Georgia’s claim 
that the state was the victim of a railroad conspiracy in the mainte- 
nance of such rates. Yet the laugh was on the other side when 
the court upheld the state’s position. 

Since then the ICC in a history-making decision has ordered 
a revision in the rate structure to confirm the Governor’s con- 
tentions. 

Georgians may not be wholly aware of it, but the state’s plucky 
young chief executive has come to be recognized as perhaps the 
leading authority on the complicated subject of freight rates among 
elected officials of the country. Those who previously were in- 
clined to question his opinions quickly changed their minds after 
the supreme court handed down its decision supporting his allega- 
tions almost in toto. 

In that battle of legal wits he was pitted against the best rail- 
road lawyers in the country. The railroad attorneys came out 
second best. 

One observation Gov. Arnall makes in the current discussion is 
particularly timely at this moment, when the nation is standing 
by for the final peace settlement with Japan. 

It is that alf of the many millions of dollars the government 
has invested as a war measure in new industrial plant facilities in 
the south would be only so much junk in the postwar period ahead 
of us, “unless the freight rates of the country are adjusted fairly.* 

With the promised adjustments, however, a more glowing pros- 
pect faces the south. It will be possible to develop and maintain 
these war-born industries without the barrier of discriminating 
freight rate differentials. For much of this the south will have 
Gov.

NEW YORK—Probably the Nazi 
records of Communist terrorism 
and deliberate, planned debauch- 
ery among young Germans prior 
to the rise of Adolf Hitler have 
been destroyed one way or an- 
other. Because they were Nazi 
records they would be subject to 
discount, anyway. But outside 
Germany there survive’ contem- 
porary proofs of this evil cam- 
paign and, of course, many cred- 
ible witnesses still live whose ac- 
counts of riots, the seizure of citi- 
zens in their homes and on the 
Streets, vandalism and sabotage 
may be considered for the guid- 
ance of Americans toward a cor- 
rect judgment of events leading 
up to Hitlerism and the war.

WASHINGTON.—The American people have

One was the atomic bomb and 
the other the issue as to what 
should be done about the Japa- 
nese Emperor. 


The atomic bomb came as a ter- 
rific shock which left people lit- 
erally dazed. They were stunned 
and perplexed. In the first place, 
the scientific principle involved 
was beyond the understanding of 
most of us and so, in the second 
place, were its potentialities for 
the future. 


Then, as the stories came back 
about the actuality of its awful 
destruction in human lives and 
property, people began to ask 
themselves and their neighbors 


questions, quietly, seeking reassur- 


ance. This started a debate about 
ethics. It was a probing of the 
conscience and a searching of the 
soul. It probably went on with- 
in many people who never admit- 
ted it or confessed to it. 


Should we have turned this ter- | 


ror loose upon the world? The 
fact that our nation. had done it 
was the disturbing thought. 


The answers have come back, 
to wit, that the Japs 
without warning at Pear! Harbor; 
that the use of this bomb would 
shorten the war and save lives, 
that our enemies were working 
on this bomb, and would have 
used it on us if they had got the 
answer first: that if we hadn’t 
used it, someone else would in 
the future: that we can be trust- 
ed as its guardians, and that it 
should shock the world into peace 
hereafter. 


All good and sound reasons. But 
yet there is the still small voice 
of conscience.

SADDENED GEORGE 
NOW REJOICES 


Sen. Walter George, whose 
heart was heavy with grief 
over the loss of his son in ac- 
tion several months ago, last 
night rejoiced with other 
Americans that “this greatest 
war of all time is at an end.”
